2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: U.S. Patent 6,504,901 to Loxley et al. discloses an apparatus comprising a housing 
(56, 59) having a first aperture adapted to receive an X-ray optic; wherein the X-ray optic is 
positionable relative an X-ray source (see Fig. 3; column 5, lines 39-44). The reference fails to 
disclose or suggest an alignment of the X-ray optic facilitated by the monitoring of fluorescence 
from a surface while moving the housing relative to the source of x-rays.
